St Louis, March 15.—A storm which 
spread over the entire middle west, 
the Rocky mountain region, the south 
and the southeast, caused loss of life 
and great property dam age the past 
24 hours. In the middle west and the 
southern states the storm took the 
form of winds of high velocity, and 
from farther west blizzards that are 
movim: eastward 
are 
reported. 
A 
fierce blizzard raged along the line of 
the Union Pacific in Wyoming, and is 
moving rapidly eastw ard. 
The cold 
wave from the west reached St. Louis 
last night, the high west to northw est 
winds sending the tem perature rap 
Idly down, 
A conservative estim ate places the 
number of dead in ‘the lower middle 
west, southwest and south at 50, with 
no fewer than 200 injured and a prop 
city loss of $3,000,000 or more. 
Four persons were killed, 12 injured 
sud five are missing as the result of 
a blizzard in Nebraska, which caused 
two wrecks. 
Two passenger trains 
crashed together in a snowstom and 
four were killed and several hurt. Two

Washington, March 15. — Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, former senator of New 
York, who is to be assistant secretary 
of the navy, is in the city. 
He will 
probably take tho oath of office Mon­ 
day, when the senate meets to con­ 
firm nominations. 
Mr. Roosevelt was 
initiated by being vaccinated almost 
as soon as he reached the navy de­ 
partm ent. 
Owing to the discovery of 
two cases of smallpox in the state, 
w ar and navy building, a general vac­ 
cination order has been issued. 


Washington, .March 15. — Senator 
Ben Tillman of South Carolina was 
denied the chairmanship of the appro­ 
priations committee of the senate.

After July I Columbus will 
no 
longer be a principal port of en­ 
try, but will become a subport un­ 
der Cleveland, th© headquarters for 
Ohio. 
One of President Taft’s last 
acts was to Issue an order

country, which involves

ordination of the Columbus port.
